Mr. Dropsie demurred to this action, and In addi-
tion to the argument heretofore advanced sibmisted
that the Act or Assembly could not be nullified by an
ordinance of Councils, o fact, any ordinunce or
acts In contravention to this Reglstry law were un-
constitational, The case of Smith vs, the City of
Philadelphia, and the Allegheny tux case, were re-
ferred to, amd 1t was contended that the Clty Com-
mistioners were  State  offieers a8 well as
municipal, and that they did not
allege in their answer thaty they counld not
obtuin the necessary money unless approprinted by
Conneils. The wets of the courts with refercuce to
the South street bridge were referred to, and Mr,
Dropele held that by the vefusal of the Commission-
ers to comply with the law the citizens of Philaddel-
phls may become disfranchised.

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Fall of n Staging, with n Thousand Childeen
Upoen It Their Narrow Eseape from n Fright-
ful Onlamity.

The Cleveland (Ohlo) Leador of Saturday con-
taing the following:—

On Friday evening an accident occurred at the
Forest City Rink, which narrowly escaped Lelng,
perhinps, the most feightful calamity which ever
lmp]n.'uml in our city. Our readers are aware of
the fact that for some time past rehearsals have
been in progress, with frot a thousand to fifteen
Bundrod children, noder the direction of M.
Suffern, for n grand song festival. The concert
was anpounced o take place on Friday evening
al the rink. For two or three days workmen
had been engaged 1o putting up the staging for
the children. This was completed on Friday,
but, a8 the sequel showed, wus  construeted in a
dangerous and nnsafe manner. It wos arraged
in cirenlar tlers of seats, rislng one above
another like the seats o a cireus tent to a height
of thirty or forty feet.

In the evenlng nn audience of five or six huw-
dred people aesembled for the entertalnment,
A the time approached for the concert, the
children to the number of over a thousand, took
thelr places upon the sents, At 8 o'clock, ns the
programme was about to begin, a portion of the
gtaging gnve way beneath the welght, owing to
the breaking of one or two of the stanchions.
These were by far too light. and some ol them
were much weakened by kKuots.

The geats which gave way were aboul midway
between the top and bottom, Fortunntely the
children, saved themsclyves from  falling by leap-
ing upon the olher seats. A scene of the wildest
alarm and consternation followed, which baffes
description.  The cbildren were all panic-
stricken, and rushed like [rightoned lnmbs down
the seats.  Fears were entertoiped that the en-
tire structure might give way and precipitate all
to the floor. It was almost ienenlons that in
the rush many wore not thrown down and
severely injured, If not killed. Some of the
little ones sereamed with terror, calling for help
in piteous tones.  Maoy lost their hats and other
Sll"dl'll.f-* ol rlllllllllg.:‘, In the andience wore
Iarge pnmber o the purents and friends of the
ehildren, and they manifested the keenest anx-
jetyv for the safety of their litle ones,

THE OUBLIETTES OF GOTHAM.

Essox and Jefferson Market Polied
Courts—Ludlow Street Jail—The
Tombe-—-Yorkville Police
Court—The 8tation-
Houses.

Crime nnd its Nemesis in

New York.

Judges, Juries, Gaolers, and Jail-birds
in Knickerbockerdom.,

Froom Our Quen Correspontent,

In approaching thoe smbjoct of the Prisondg
of New York, one feels that he has to deal
with n topie in which (he enriositiea of crime
present themsolves in o two-fold aspact—that
of Both of thesa
aspects loom up perpetually in the warions
police conrls, the lighter elements being digs
miksed upon the minute, and the darker oneg
cluborating themselves in the recesses of the
vorious juils with which the great metropolig
uhonunds,

In the firet place, let me say a word abont
the New York station-houses in general, and
one New York station-honse in partienlar,
They nre twentyanine in pumber, and are
presided over by regularly-appointed cap-
tains and Most of them are de«
moralized-looking holes, gituated in extremely
nnattractive localities, and pervaded by a
gir of bummerism. The modern
station-bonse, however, is a great improve-
went upon the old ones, There is somg
effort made towards deconcy and comfort,
The room where the prisoners are conducted
for a hearing looks like a cross betweon a hall
of jnstice and the bar of a plainly-furnished
public lionse. This room is to the rest of
the station-house what the parlor of a private
dwelling is to the other apartments, The
floors ure kept well sanded; a lamp burns all
night over the police justice’s or the alder-
man's desk; the book of magisterinl minntes
is forover at band for ready reference; the
colored light over the front door of entrance
is us ceaselessly burning as the ancient vestal
flame; but beyond these insignin of justice
are the pestiferons cells destined to echo with
the groans of the *‘drunk and disorderlies'
arrestod over night,

There is one station-house, however, that
in every respect is in strong and admirable
contrast to all the others. It is a new one,
having been very lately erected, It is the
Third Precinet Btation-House, within whose
rading extend such wealthy, handsome, and

valuable streets as Church strect, Vesey
street, Chambers streel, sections of Broad-
wity and West Broadway, College place, Park
place, and so forth, In short, some of the
wealthiest portions of New York are ineluded
in the Third precinet. It is fitting, there-
fore, that the station-honse should be a model
one. It is located npon Chambers street, no
very fur from Hudson, is built of brownstone,
and was eracted at a cost of §40,000, 1t ig
fonr stories high, has n Mansard roof, and
was occupied for its present purpose on Jan,
1. 18649, Over the entrance, eternally,
nt night, burns @ blue lamp,
whose nzure glances can be geen for
muny o block. The interior of this station-
biouse is fitted up more like the private rooms
of a first-class business man than like those of
a criminal headquarters. The windows are
of stained glass, the wood work is of black
walnut, mirrors meet the eye on opposite
sides of the elegant waiting-rooms. If jus-
tice is tardy, as the proverb says, it must ag
least be pleasant to be kept waiting for her in
such well appointed apartments as these,
The captain and wsergeants are partieularly
well provided for, their private rooms being
better furnished than mauy better persons’
are at home, Even the rooms ocenpied by the
common policemen are furnished with black
walnut, several wardrobes, and a seperate bed
for every man. Consequently the police-
men on the Third precinet beat are the
envy of those on all the others. The general
sitting-room is provided with chess, checkers,
dominoes and like harmless games; and whilg
off duty some of the men have been known
to play the game of *0ld Maid,” with anti-
gambling cards. The prisoners’ colls in thig
utopian station-honse are very few in num-
ber. There are only seven in all. Evidently
Kennedy does not anticipate many arrests
being made in the Third precinct, It isa
procinet of business not  bummers,
Solid old bankers and brokers, millionaires
whose whole catechism is comprised in the
theory that the chief end of mwan is to glorify
the almighty dollar and enjoy it forever, are
not exactly the sort of people to get
off the track after dark, and *fetch up"
in station-honses, These seven colls are nog
larger than those of the other station-honsed,
but they are cleaner, neater, bptter ventis
lated, better furnished, and infinitely less uns
comfortable, That no more cells wer@
needed is proven from the fact, that since the
station-house wus opened, no more than threq
prisoners have been pecommodated in it af
any one fime. It is to a different class of
eriminals from the street loafers—to incens
dinries, for instance-—that the ofticers of the
Third precinet ave roquired to direct theig
vigilance, The Hohoken ferry, the Erie Rails
rond depot, the Boston boats, the Washington
Murket, come under their closest ospionage,
for it is these localities that are Oonﬂhnu,
visited by stealthy ovil-doers, who seek to renp
a harvest by the erime of arson,
Yorkville.
Yorkville is far from being an nnpleasand

prison fo visit. It is situsted near @entral
LCmtinned on the Beoond Fuge,)

tragedy und comedy.
